Local  Arrangements

to  visit  Tippecanoe  battle  ground,  are  requested  to  notify  Wallace 
W.  Carson,  DePauw^  University,  Greencastle,  Indiana.  Prompt  com- 
pliance with  this  request  will  further  materially  the  work  of  the 
committee  on  local   arrangements. 

Meeting  Place 

All  meetings  \^ill  be  held  in  the  buildings  of  DePauw  University. 
The  morning  and  afternoon  meetings  will  be  held  in  Dougherty 
Hall  of  Bowman  Memorial  Building,  while  the  evening  meetings  will 
be  held  in  Meharry  Hall,  East  College.  Headquarters  will  be  main- 
tained in  Evans  Social  Room  of  Bowman  Memorial  Building,  and 
all  members  from  outside  Greencastle  are  requested  to  register  as 
soon  as  practicable   after  their   arrival. 

Accommodations 

DePauw  University  will  endeavor  to  arrange  for  rooms  and 
board  for  all  who  attend  the  meeting.  A  limited  number  of  rooms 
may  be  had  at  Florence  Hall  for  men,  while  the  women  members 
will  be  cared  for  as  far  as  practicable  in  Rector  or  Mansfield  Halls. 
Board  for  all  will  be  provided  at  Florence  Hall.  The  cost  of  board 
will  be  $.50  a  meal  and  rooms  $1.00  a  day.
